The remains of an ancient 
synagogue have been unearthed 
in Jaffa village. near Nazareth, 
by Professor EB L, Sukenik of 
the Hebrew University, The 
fragments of a mosaic contain- 
ing the symbols and names of 
the Tribes of Israel were dis- 
covered. This is the first time 
that they have been found in 
the floor of a synagogue Owing 
to damage to the floor, only 
the symbols of the tribes of the 
sons of Joseph remain.
